Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 37 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention.

Claim 37 recites "the holder portion". There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claims. 

Claim 37 recites "a bottomed agitating shaft portion". It is not clear if this feature 
relates to the previously recited "internal agitating sleeve" or is an additional feature. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6, 15-16, 23, 27-29, 31, 33, 35-36 and 38 are allowed. 

Claim 37 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35

limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
